Harding’s portion of the work added little to English poetry, and the chief 
value of the poem lies in the reasonable accuracy of the events recorded. 
Grafton’s continuation is much more interesting and is highly graphic, particu- 
larly in the accounts of Elizabeth Woodville, Jane Shore, the murder of the 
two princes, the death of Lord Hastings, the Battle of Bosworth Field, etc. 
The work was much used by William Shakespeare. For an interesting account 
of Grafton, see “The Library”, September, 1930.
